Rev.  Mr.  Hareourt  preached  on  Sunday  evt- 
nm?  in  a  very  full  house.

Some  of  yoa,  said  the 
preacher,  remember  the  call  that  wae  made  for 
men  as  we  entered  upon  our  late  war.  la  every 
State,  dty.  town  and  hamlet  the  words  met 
our  eye# — “  Men  wanted  : '?  It'wes  a  critical 
boor  In  our  Nation's  history.  Work  was  to  be 
done  and  only  mca  could  do  IL  All  who  answer¬ 
ed  Ute  call  were  not  accepted  ;  only  such  as 
C  me  up  to  the  standard.  Souic  Were  too  short; 
some  too  Infirm  some  Locked  this  mud  some 
that;  and  so,  many  more  wen  Were  rejected 
that  Were  received.  And  still  the  esli  was 
heard  “  Men  wanted !"  I  bear  (t  to-dsy  loud 
as  ever.  It  meets  my  eyes  in  every  city,  town 
snd  village:  "  Mr  11  wanted.”  The  question 
w*s  once  ssked  N«:>oleou,  “  What  Is  the  great 
want  of  France*"  He  answered  "Good 
mother*  Give  a  child  a  good  mother  and 
ev^y  thing  Is  >u  Its  favor.  Give  It  a  bad  mother 
and  the  odds  will  stand  against  lb— like  begets 
like.  When  a  proposition  was  made  to  cuclose 
Sparta  with  walls  Lyrurgus  opposed  the  pro¬ 
ject  end  said  "  that  city  la  well  tonified  which 
has  a  wall  of  tm*  Instead  of  brick."  The 
material  would  be  destroyed;  but  the  mental 
would  last.  Mere-earth  works  could  offer  but 
lllUe  realaUuce  to  the  foe,  but  when  they  were 
manned  by  m**,*of  stout-hearted  coqyagc,,  the 
city  they  defended  was  safe.  The  great  want 
of  the  day  la  not  crumbling  architecture 
bricks  and  inortae  but  men  whose  powers  of 
resisting  evil  shell  he  stronger  than  ail  the 
munitions  of  well  and  (bulwarks.) 
ad”  not  alike  In  grata  or  texture— unlike  in 
-  quantity  and  qogltt'',  but  »H  ;e  ha  one  pi  r.fewlar. 
•Manly  n  Si  i^anltc  turn.  Many  of  our 
finest  houses  arc  Unlit  of  granite.

I  oau’L  The  poor  fellow* 
are  hungry."  “But  our  bread* will  soon  bo 
gone."  “  Well,  I  have  faith  to  helTeve  the  good 
Lord  will  send  us  more  before  we  aro  quite 
out.”  He  did  as  he  liked,  feed  Jog  the  hungry 
soldiers  that  pressed  about  hint.  The  last  loaf 
was  taken  from  the  shelf  and  4>undreda  were 
still  uafed,  when  an  Immense  load  of  provision* 
was  driven  up  to  the  head-quarter*  of  the  com¬ 
mission,  more  than  enough  to  fcupply  all  their 
wants.  The  Lord,  my  hearers,  does  no^  require 
thin  slices,  but  a  strong  faith.
